Of 
course, it could just be that they’re all too preoccupied with 
watching the DVD extras on Mel Gibson’s The Passion of the Christ 
to make much of a fuss, but | have faith (of sorts) that they'll return 
to their usual antics soon enough. 


Oh, goody. 


| don’t think it would be so bad if we could all just agree to disagree, but at this point 
it’s pretty much a given that the gulf between homosexuality and fundamentalist religious 
beliefs (of any stripe) is not going to narrow anytime soon, if ever at all. If this difference 
of opinion could be classified as one of those irksome things you just accept will never 
change (like the stench broccoli makes when it’s cooking, or Donald Trump’s hair), | think 
we'd all be better off. But clearly that isn’t going to happen—and | think it must be said 
that the whole “love the sinner, hate the sin” thing that’s been in vogue recently is 
definitely not a step in the right direction. 


Arguing with a right-wing Christian on issues of contention, I’ve come to learn, is a 
pointless exercise, as futile as trying to convince your parents that staying out until 2 a.m. 
at the age of twelve makes perfect sense if you just think about it rationally. | clearly recall 
the argument | had with my parents on that very subject, just as | remember numerous 
“debates” I’ve had with hard-core Christians over the years regarding God’s prohibition 
of homosexuality. 


When | was twelve, the rationale given was “Because we're your parents and we say 
so”,a rather sad tactic given the many more valid reasons that existed at the time. In my 
adult life, on a different battlefront, the rationale has always been “Because the Bible says 
so and were all God’s children”. And, near as | can tell, it ends there, because the other 
“valid” reasons that could be given generally apply to anyone who has decided not to get 
married/have children/abstain from non-procreative sex/move into a peach-coloured 
stucco house. | have to say, even after a quarter-century of reflection, the “Because we're 
your parents” approach still makes more sense to me than the Bible arguement. 


Before | continue, let me just provide you with a bit of background. | was confirmed 
in the Anglican faith at the age of twelve, several months before the curfew set-to with 
my folks. A few years earlier, at the age of eight, | sat on the Archbishop of Canterbury’s 
knee while he had tea with my father, and proclaimed at the end of their visit that | was 
“shaping up to be a fine young lad”. To this day | am able to rattle off a mean pre-nosh 
grace and can still manage most of the responses in a High Anglican Church service. (Odd 
how that has stuck with me more than the catcalls devised for the Rocky Horror Picture 
Show, which | attended almost as frequently as church “way back when”.) But enough 
about David the Good Christian, because that was long ago in a galaxy far, far away. 


Despite the fact that he married Charles and Diana in one of the biggest camp specta- 
cles of the 20th century, and in retirement admitted to ordaining “many, many homosex- 
uals”, | think the then-Archbishop of Canterbury, Robert Runcie, would be somewhat 
disappointed in the person I’ve become. And | can absolutely live with that. What | can’t 
live with is the venom that routinely spews from so-called Christian lips every time a 
belief outside their own shows up on the holy radar screen. What | can’t stand is the idea 
that a single book could be used to foster so much hatred and antagonism amongst the 
peoples of the world, particularly given its very spotty history. It’s funny, but as topics go, 
discussing the origins of “the good book” seems as forbidden as outlining the finer points 
of a good blowjob—straight or gay—with people of a certain faith. 


Many of those who insist the Bible was either dictated or inspired by the infallible word 
of God conveniently forget that the very words it contains were edited, expunged, inter- 
polated and censored by the very fallible hands of men—men who quite often had a 
specific sociopolitical agenda to promote and/or enforce. Interestingly, the Bible also 
contains a number of key elements (such as a worldwide flood, a virgin birth, a crucified 
God and resurrection from the dead) that occur in religious traditions of other, much 
older cultures; religious traditions that are often dismissed by modern “capital-capital-C” 
Christians as Pagan nonsense or unfounded hocus-pocus. 


How is it that their hocus-pocus can claim greater veracity than the sources on which 
drew? Well, it can’t, nor can it supercede any and all religions and belief systems that 
emerged concurrently or even sometime after it. How do | know this for sure? | don’t 
—but, then again, neither do those arrogant, aggressive people who call themselves “true 
Christians” and call us abominations. For the record, if someone happens to be standing 
at the pearly gates with a stack of “Hello, my name is:” stickers, I'd far rather have mine

At this point, | don’t know for certain when the Supreme Court will make its decision, 
or even how it will decide. All indications point to a victory for marriage equality, but 
stranger things have happened. What | do know for certain is that, in the time leading up 
to the decision—and likely for many decades after it—we’ll be hearing from the God 
Squad that all hell has indeed broken loose. |, for one, will choose not to listen, because 
thus far a fiery chasm has not opened up and swallowed me or any of my friends for being 
who and what we are. After this many years, the fire and brimstone deal just doesn’t 
seem to have the clout it once did. What does worry me, however, is the power that 
certain religious groups seem to have over politicians—and in many cases a public at 
large—known for their shaky resolve. On October 3Ist, when people are scaring 
themselves with things that go bump in the night, I'll be more concerned about things that 
go bump in the day. And, at the end of that day, I'll take a ghoul over a God-bully any 
time. W

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Shaking up the institutions

If you thought the same-sex marriage story ended when the first gay couples started 
strolling down the aisle, think again. The Supreme Court of Canada begins its historic 
deliberations on same sex-marriage this month, and many Canadians will be wringing 
their hands. Many others will merely shake their heads. 


The Supreme Court sessions will start a whole new round of debate, and federal politi- 
cians, the national press and the usual cast of fanatics can’t wait to weigh in with their 
opinions. But with several thousand marriages already performed, those of us in the real 
world are wondering what all the fuss is about. 


Gay marriage is, after all, a fact of life. Ontario, British Columbia, Quebec, Manitoba, 
the Yukon and now Nova Scotia all permit same-sex marriages. And contrary to the 
wishes of a backward-thinking minority, the genie’s not going back in the bottle. Those 
opposed to homo-nuptials see an assault on the bedrock institution of the family. They 
point to the push for “special” gay rights, warn of a hidden agenda and remind us that God 
himself is on their side. 


To those in favour, this is a simple issue of equality. Why should they be denied privi- 
leges extended to heterosexuals in areas like taxation, the division of property and child 
rearing? Worse, they fear religious extremists are trying to impose their will on the state. 


Adding to the confusion are the gays and lesbians opposed to same-sex marriage on 
principle. With a divorce rate hovering near fifty percent, who can blame them for 
questioning the wisdom of wanting relationships based on a heterosexual model that 
doesn’t seem to work? 


Clearly there are wildly different and sometimes contradictory perspectives; but does 
all the sound and fury really mean anything? Among the gays | see getting hitched are a 
lot of conservative-looking, middle aged men who are a threat to nothing—except maybe 
the leftover fruit flan sitting in the refrigerator. 


Take Vancouver City Councillor Tim Stevenson. He performed one of the first legal 
same-sex weddings in Vancouver, and later had a ceremony of his own, marrying his 
longtime partner. He’s a former B.C. cabinet minister, ordained in the United Church, and 
a man who’s spent a good part of his life studying God and doing public service. If he 
represents a threat to society, the end is near, indeed. 


The new reality of gay marriage really represents a fundamental shift in Canadian 
thinking. And that change is real. From the courts and other public institutions to the 
corporate boardroom, same-sex marriage is being accepted because promoting equality 
is the right thing to do. 


You know the tide has turned when conservative corporate power brokers get onside. 


CIBC boss John Hunkin—one of Canada’s most influential business leaders—recently 
noted that “the world is watching how we as a nation...move forward with...same-sex 
marriage and the rights of transgender individuals.” The bank CEO says this is a “turning 
point in human history”. He made the comments alongside CIBC employee Joe Varnell 
and former employee Kevin Bourassa, whose long fight for gay marriage rights earned 
them the title of Canada’s most celebrated gay couple in a New York Times article. 


The Supreme Court has to grapple with several serious questions as it tries to catch 
up with Hunkin and the rest of Canadian society. Does Parliament have exclusive legal 
authority to change the definition of marriage? Does the Charter of Rights and Freedoms 
protect religions from being forced to perform same-sex marriages? Is granting same-sex 
marriage rights consistent with the Charter? Can the government limit common law 
marriages to opposite-sex couples? 


If Prime Minister Paul Martin had the courage to stand up for gay and lesbian equality, 
the issue wouldn’t even be before the high court. His failure to show leadership has 
seriously eroded his party’s earlier commitments. 


Major supporters of marriage equality—Martin Cauchon, Alan Rock and Sheila 
Copps—have been dumped from the Liberal cabinet. Many new cabinet 
ministers—people like Judy Sgro, Joe Volpe and John Efford—support the unfair notion 
that marriage is between a man and a woman to the “exclusion of all others”. 


Yet, in spite of it all—the continuing debate, the empty promises, and the legal uncer- 
tainties—gay marriage is here to stay. The surest sign of this brave new world came late 
last month when a Toronto lesbian couple won Canada’s first same-sex divorce.

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A new “family” home

Back in the 90s, when | was still “in” with some chums and barely “out” with others, | 
befriended somebody whose living room housed only a black leather couch, a projection 
screen television and an epic collection of gay porn. The subject matter of his stash was 
exhaustive, from coy twinks to big bad leather daddies to watersports videos that, rest 
assured, had nothing to do with kayaking or water-skiing. 


Between his ever-growing collection of erotica, Friday nights swilling stale ale at one of 
Vancouver's tackier bars and semi-weekly jaunts to the bathhouse, he was living his gay 
Canadian dream. For him, it seemed, this was all there was to being a homo. 


Fortunately for the rest of us,a porn stash like this is not the ultimate reference point 
for how “we” live. And though | am aware of how multifaceted our community is, | admit 
| still don’t relate to much of it myself. After all, though we may have struggled together, 
who could have less in common than lesbians (women who go for women) and gays (men 
who go for men)? 


Fortunately, the volunteers who run the Canadian Lesbian and Gay Archives aren’t as 


cynical as |. Formed in 1973, the archive provides a colourful picture of what life was, is 


and will be like for our nation’s many 
i diverse queers. Until now, the CLGA 
were funded exclusively by donations and 
run by a devoted team of volunteers. 


Now, thanks to Ontario’s Trillium 
Foundation, the CLGA will receive 
$150,000 over the next three years to 
4g strengthen their ability to grow and 
expand their services. The Trillium 
Foundation is an agency of the Ministry of 
Culture developed to provide grants to 
eligible charitable and not-for-profit 
organizations such as the CLGA in the 
arts, culture, sports, recreation, environment and social 
service. Funded by Ontario’s charity casino initiative 
(looks like your gambling dollars do actually go somewhere), the Trillium Foundation 
receives $100 million annually with a mandate to build healthy, caring and economically 
strong communities. ;

With their funding, the CLGA will be able to hire a general manager who will report 
to the board and president. This is significant as the position will constitute the archive’s 
first full-time employee. With an expected start date in November, the GM will figure 
prominently in future fundraising efforts, as many other grants require non-profit organ- 
izations such as the CLGA to have at least one staff member in order to qualify for 
funding. 


Currently located on Temperance Street, the archives will also move to a permanent 
home at 34 Isabella Street in two years. Set in the heart of the Church/Wellesley neigh- 
bourhood, the historic property currently houses the Children’s Aid Society. Donated by 
the City of Toronto, the building will become part of a new condo development. 


The move to Isabella Street qualifies the CLGA for even more grants and funding 
because it gives them a permanent home. And since the building is wholly owned, there 
will be no more mortgage, rent or storage fees to fret about. Still, the cost of bringing the 
building up to par, such as reinforcing the floors to handle the archives’ weight, could 
reach a million dollars, and a major fundraising initiative is planned to tackle this hurdle. 


. Gordon Davies, CLGA secretary, hopes 
the new building will become a known and 
well-visited tourist destination. Unlike their 
present home, the new location offers 
exhibition space and a street presence. And, 
hopefully, fundraising efforts will allow the 
archives to extend their hours, as they’re 
currently accessible only three evenings per 
week. .

Davies points out, “When you're looking to learn about gay history in Canada, 
you won't find it in any textbook; we're the only place people can come to.” 


What makes the CLGA exceptional is that they have one of the largest and most 
comprehensive collections of queer artifacts in the world. Second in size only to an 
archive in California, the volunteers believe that, relatively speaking, Canadian queer 
history is the best documented in the world. The volunteers amass anything and every- 
thing to do with queer life in Canada (and this time we're not talking porn!). The largest 
sections include buttons, pins and T-shirts, while other holdings range from matchbook 
covers to fridge magnets. 


Even circuit parties and D) appearances are documented. Posters and tickets are 
collected, recorded, stored and secured for future reference. While it may simply be 
another night out for some, the CLGA uses it to create the history of gay nightlife at the 
turn of the millennium. 


Among the more unusual artifacts in the collection is a baseball uniform from the 
Cabbagetown Group Softball League and a party game called “Pin The Macho on The 
Man”. And they’re always seeking out snapshots into our lives to preserve for the future, 
including photographs, art and home videos. 


As a community-minded organization, there are several ways you can contribute to the 
Canadian Lesbian and Gay Archives. These include becoming a member, donating money, 
planned giving (bequests), volunteering or donating material.

Thespian tendencies

If you’re looking for something to do and the new television season just isn’t as exciting 
as promised, and the movies on the screens just don’t hold any potential either, then you 
might want to check out the local entertainment scene. For those of you who love 
theatre, you'll find a lot in a local production that touches on several issues relevant to 
GLBT Albertans. Don’t feel like going out? Two local brothers (one of them a past “Don’t 
You Wish?” guy) have managed to get on the TV listings with their own show—shot and 
produced in Calgary. 


Alberta’s De-Klein The Stubble Jumpers’ Quartet, Teatro Berdache and the Pumphouse 
Theatre are putting on the highly anticipated play Dear Mr. Klein (running November 3 to 
13, 2004), a tale that follows two men caught up in the bigotry and misunderstandings 
following the 1998 Vriend vs.Alberta case that resulted in the Supreme Court of Canada 
ordering protection for gays and lesbians in Alberta’s Human Right Code. 


Loosely based upon a chance encounter that playwright Bruce Chambers had in 1998 
following the Supreme court ruling, this play seeks to explore both sides of the debate. 
Both Chambers and a rural Albertan had written Klein—Chambers to urge Klein to 
support the decision, the rural Albertan requesting that Klein use the “notwithstanding” 
clause. Klein sent both back personalized responses—but the letters were accidentally 
swapped. 


“The play itself isn’t that critical of Klein...it's more of a story about how gay people 
treat themselves—both those who are out and those who aren't,’ says Steve Gin, who 
plays Christopher, the openly gay character in the production. “Maybe some of us who 
wear the label ‘out’ aren’t as well adjusted as we think we are.

Josh Rimer is no stranger to a camera lens—he was photographed for Outlooks’ “Don’t 
You Wish?” in the March 2001 anniversary edition. This time around, the twenty-six-year- 
old and his seventeen-year-old brother Andy will be in front of a television camera, with 
a brand new television show coming out on October first. “We're more excited than 
nervous,’ says the elder Rimer,““We can’t wait to see it on TV.” (Especially since the two 
have been putting in fourteen-hour days during production!) 


This sibling duo is taking their unique comedy act to Access television, giving the (they 
hope) soon-to-be-famous pair a chance to make national impact. Although Access is an 
Alberta station, these brothers are being broadcast nationwide to anyone who has a satel- 
lite dish. Sure, it may not seem like a lot, but it’s just a matter of time. Earlier this year, 
Josh and Andy travelled to Los Angeles and pitched their show with dozens of other 
hopefuls, garnering some serious interest and publicity for their project. 


The trip to L.A. was an exciting one for them both.““When we went to LA., it felt like 
we were making a big step towards our goal,” Josh Rimer says 
of the experience. 
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Entitled Brothers, the show captures the dynamic interac- 
tion and unique comedic approach of the pair in a format that 
could be likened to notable sketch comedy shows such as MadTV and Saturday Night Live. 
However, this show is much more than sketch comedy—there are also live segments, 
Candid Camerd-style bits, and even amusing antics reminiscent of Tom Green. “What we 
tried to do is take the favourite parts of the comedy shows we watched and tried to 
squish them all in to half an hour,’ Rimer says.

Josh Rimer has been acting for over a decade now, and was looking to work in a self- 
directed project when he decided to team up with his younger brother Andy to create 
Brothers. Andy and his friends had been making humourous home movies and had been 
showing them to Josh before the whole thing 
ballooned into a concept for a half-hour 
comedy/variety series. 


Each episode of the show has a theme—be 
it sports, the arts, the Internet—and it’s 
broken down into four segments. Both 
brothers participate in “Screwball Skits”, a 
satiric sketch comedy segment that 
lampoons many different targets, all related 
to the theme of the show. Regardless of the 
sex, ethnicity or age of the characters, the 
brothers play all the roles in any given sketch. 
Antics” is the second segment, one which allows the less 
inhibited brother to do what he does best—causing a scene in public.

Captured by a hidden camera crew, his schtick is shameless. In one episode, he dresses 
up like he’s homeless and approaches people. “I would ask them for garbage to 
recycle...they think I’d ask for money but I’d ask for the garbage,” Andy recalls of the 
filming. He also spent some time walking down |7 Avenue S.W. in full hockey gear— 
including his mother’s figure skates, which “really hurt my ankles!” 


The third segment is called “Jokester Josh”, where Josh gets to use his theatrical and 
improvisational skills to capture the completely suspecting public on camera. In fact, it 
seems that people will go to any and all lengths to get on camera, and Brothers makes sure 
to take full advantage of that. From trivia to finding out what people will do for a dollar, 
Josh takes to the streets dressed up in outlandish gear related to the episode theme. (For 
those of you wondering what’s in this show for Outlooks readers, Josh has informed us 
that he spends the first half of the debut episode wearing nothing but a Speedo!) 


The final section is “Challenging Chats”, where the Rimer boys do what brothers do 
best—argue. The different personalities of the two come out to shine in this segment, 
where all sorts of topics are discussed, as well as a sharing of opinions, cut-downs and 
jokes on the subject at hand. “Ve are opposite on pretty much anything,” says Andy. His 
favourite argument with Josh? The one from the very first episode, in which they argue 
about golf. 


Those of you out there who don’t have Access TV on their dial need not fret—the 
dynamic and talented duo also has a website (www.brotherstv.com) where you can 
catch demo segments. As well, they will be broadcasting their show via the Internet, 
which will begin sometime after Access broadcasts their show. 


Although these brothers are complete opposites in terms of personality, interests, 
goals and ideals, they make a fantastic comedy team, their differences allowing them to 
play off of one another and create what can only be described as a “unique” enterprise. 
You can catch Josh and Andy on Access television Fridays at 1:30 a.m. MST, starting in 
October, followed by the webcast online from 2:30 a.m. to 11:30 a.m.MST. W

As symbols go, 


the pumpkin—or, more specifically, the 
jack-o’-lantern—ranks up there with the 
Christmas tree in terms of holiday recogni- 
tion. Carved or plain, real or fake, the pumpkin 
is ubiquitous during what some refer to as the “gay 
national holiday”, AKA Hallowe’en. According to legend, 
the jack-o’-lantern originated when a miserable Irishman named Stingy Jack was denied 
entry to both Heaven and Hell when he died. Out of pity, the Devil tossed Jack an ember 
to help light his way as he walked all eternity in darkness. Unable to handle the hot coal, 
Jack hollowed out a turnip, placed it inside and cut several holes in it to release the light. 
Based on this folk legend, Irish people began hollowing out turnips, rutabagas, gourds, 
potatoes and beets and placing candles in them to ward off evil spirits (including Stingy 
Jack or Jack o’ the Lantern) on 
All Hallow’s Eve. In the 1800s, 
when waves of Irish immigrants 
came to North America, they 
discovered that pumpkins were 
larger and easier to carve, so 
they substituted them when 
making their “jack-o’-lanterns”. 


Aside from the distinction of 
being rooted in tradition and 
folklore, pumpkins are also 
noteworthy for their nutritional 
value. An excellent source of 
beta-carotene and vitamin A, 
pumpkins are also low in fat and sodium. The following three recipes are a delicious way 
to incorporate these vivid (in both colour and past) fruits in your autumnal celebrations, 
be they harvest-oriented or Hallowe’en. 


PUMPKIN PANCAKES 
| cup all-purpose flour 


Y cup purée of cooked fresh pumpkin (canned pumpkin—not pie filling—may be 
substituted. It is readily available in most grocery stores year 'round) 


| tbsp. sugar 
I cup 2% milk 
oo large eggs, separated 
2 tsp. baking soda 
Y tsp, salt 
% tsp. ground cinnamon 
2 tbsp. vegetable oil 


To start, combine all dry ingredients and spices in a large mixing bowl. In another bowl, 
whisk together the pumpkin purée, egg yolks, milk and vegetable oil. When they are well 
blended, add the wet ingredients into dry ingredients and stir until incorporated. In a 
third bowl, use a mixer to beat egg whites until peaks form, and then fold them into the 
existing mixture. Pour 4 cup of batter into a greased frying pan and cook on medium 
heat. Once the edges start to dry slightly, flip the pancakes with a spatula and continue 
cooking until golden brown. Remove to plates dusted with cinnamon and confectioner’s 
sugar and serve with warmed blueberry syrup or apple jelly. 


CURRIED PUMPKIN SOUP 
2/3 cup chopped onion 
| tsp. minced garlic 
| tsp. curry powder 
a tbsp. butter or margarine 
| cup puréed pumpkin (fresh cooked or canned) 
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“% tsp. nutmeg 

% tsp. brown sugar 

2 cups vegetable or chicken broth 
| % cups milk 

| tbsp. cornstarch 


| bay leaf 


In a large saucepan, cook onion, garlic and curry powder in butter (or margarine) until 
Add the puréed pumpkin, 


the onion is tender and the garlic smell has lost its “edge”. 
nutmeg, sugar and bay leaf to the sautéed ingredi- 
ents, then stir in the broth. Once the soup has 
come to a boil, reduce the heat and simmer uncov- | 
ered. After a period of about fifteen minutes, 
remove the bay leaf and slowly stir in one cup of 
the milk. Continue to cook over low heat for 
another ten minutes, making sure not to let the — 
soup boil (the milk could curdle). In a separate 
bowl, mix the remaining 2 cup of milk with the 
cornstarch and stir until the cornstarch has 
dissolved. Add this mixture to the soup slowly, | 
stirring all the while, and cook until the soup is 
thick and bubbly. Cook the soup for at least 
another ten to fifteen minutes and then serve in 
wide, low soup bowls. Garnish with a dollop of 
sour cream, toasted sunflower seeds and finely 
chopped chives. 


This recipe serves between four and six people 
and can be frozen for up to three months after it cools. 


SPICED PUMPKIN FUDGE 
3 cups sugar 
% cup butter 
2/3 cup evaporated milk 
Y2 cup canned pumpkin (not pie filling) 


tsp. pumpkin pie spice 


Y2 cups butterscotch chips 


jar marshmallow creme 


cup toasted chopped almonds 


tsp. vanilla extract 


In a heavy saucepan, combine the sugar, butter, milk, pumpkin and pumpkin pie spice, 
stirring constantly until it comes to a boil. Continue boiling over medium heat, stirring 
constantly until the mixture reaches at least 234 , 
degrees (240 is optimum) on a _ candy 
thermometer, which should take about ten 
minutes. Remove the saucepan from heat and 
stir in the butterscotch chips a bit at a time until 
all are melted. Next, add the marshmallow 
creme, nuts and vanilla and mix until all are 
blended well. Quickly pour the mixture into a 
greased 9 by 9-inch pan, and spread with a 
spatula until the surface is even. Leave at room 
temperature until cool, cut into squares and 
store tightly wrapped in the refrigerator. This 
recipe yields three pounds of candy. 


Note: fresh cooked pumpkin can be used for this 
recipe, although the enzymes in fresh fruit tend to 
break down the texture of fudge and cause it to be 
runny. The best way to test “soft-ball” stage for fudge 
is to drip a small amount of the boiling fudge mixture into ice-cold water. If it dissipates, it has 
not yet reached a high enough temperature; if, after a couple of seconds, you can form it into a 
soft ball that retains its shape out of cold water, you may then remove it from heat. Fudge of 
any kind rarely comes to the soft-ball stage at as low a temperature as most recipes state, so it 
is better to overcook fudge than to undercook it. It is also inadvisable to substitute margarine 
for butter in fudge recipes, as doing so can yield a much runnier finished product, more a fudge 
sauce than actual candy. In the process of testing this recipe, we found that a delicious pumpkin 
toffee can be made by pouring the soft ball (definitely 240 degrees in this case) mixture onto a 
well greased cookie sheet and allowing it to cool. In this case, you do not need the butterscotch 
chips or marshmallow creme, just the nuts. “

Actors challenge themselves with on-screen work that pushes boundaries, searches for 
truth and generally entertains. Dean Armstrong, Blake on the Showtime hit Queer As Folk, 
is now pursuing similar adventures in real life. The Ontario-based actor has stepped up 
as spokesperson for a B.C. charity that aims to help gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgendered 
and questioning teens feel safe, respected and empowered. And the partnership has 
become one that benefits both the actor’s urge to help others express themselves and 
the charity’s desire to create a safer environment for its supporters. 


The eleven-year-old charitable organization, Youthquest, runs drop-in sessions and a 
number of other important services across the province of British Columbia. Executive 
Director Randy Keats has been with the group for just over three months now and it 
certainly didn’t take long for him to witness the power of the program first hand. “The 
overall mission of Youthquest [is] to provide safe, secure meeting spaces for queer youth 
or youth in general that may be questioning their gender identity or their sexual orien- 
tation”, says Keats. “There is safety in numbers and the youth themselves feel like they 
belong. There’s one story one of the volunteers tells of a young guy coming up after they 
had developed a rapport and saying ‘I kissed my first boy last night’? The young guy 
probably would never have been able to tell his parents that and he would certainly not 
have been able to tell his friends at school but, with the safety and security at the drop- 
in, he was able to have a conversation about it.” 


Keats is full of honest pride when he relates the tale, and it’s easy to see that his 
interest is genuine. 


Similarly, Armstrong was thrilled to come aboard after his experience on Queer As Folk 
led to closer connections with the show’s audience members than perhaps even he 
himself had anticipated. His character, Blake, was introduced to viewers in the show's first 
year on the air and has since struggled with destructive substance abuse and the ensuing 
emotional and physical challenges. “Originally, my interaction with Youthquest was based 
on the fact that the character Blake was surfacing quite regularly in drop-in centres,” 
explains Armstrong. Because Blake regularly experienced many of the same themes and 
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challenges, gay and lesbian youth immediately latched on to him as someone real and 
infinitely relatable. 


At the Youthquest sessions he has attended in B.C., Armstrong asked teens present if 
Queer As Folk had made a difference in their own lives. DARE said “Yes—oh my God, 
yes!” he relates, sounding truly pleased. ocr sical :, ve 


“It is an identification of community,” he | 
continues. “Putting it out there into the | 
world and saying, ‘Look at us, we’re here and | 
it’s okay’—it’s amazing the degree to which | 
the show has had a huge impact.” 


Unfortunately, as Armstrong 
explains, the impact has also 
been harsh and even troubling. 
“One _ individual—a teenaged 
boy—documented in his 
suicide letter that, when Blake 
couldn't deal with [his issues : 
on the show], he disappeared”, Armstrong | 
says. “It had a very profound and significant / 
impact in that light. It wasn’t obviously a 
positive conclusion—it was really quite 
cowardly to run away from your addiction, 
run away from the people you love. So, for * 
me, my participation with Youthquest then was already pre-destined. It wasn’t a choice 
for me to make. It was just ‘How soon can | get out here?”

Ironically, when Armstrong did travel to B.C. to visit the drop-in centres and see 
Youthquest’s work first hand, it wasn’t the somber, dour situations that caught his atten- 
tion. 


In fact, it was quite the opposite. 


“There are some incredibly moving and harsh stories that were shared, but at the end 
of the day, the program is built for a community that is really winning. | was invigorated,” 
he says. “People were very intelligently responding...it empowered those individuals. 
There was incredible strength in the people | saw—and incredible confidence.” 


As an artist who strives to understand the plights of other individuals through his craft, 
Armstrong was captivated by the success of the entire drop-in experience—and 
surprised, too. “I didn’t anticipate the degree to which people were fully embracing one 
another. That took me off guard. Not to say they are not all continually facing obstacles 
in their lives—they are—but [the hope] was overwhelming.” 


Aside from the tremendous sense of hope, one of Youthquest’s other key traits is that 
it urges participants to look at the bigger picture. The organization’s mission statement 
asserts that they intend “...to help our youth claim their right to participate in society at 
large.” While other charities may focus primarily on the gay community, Youthquest urges 
youth to strive to be whatever it is they want to be. “Being gay or being lesbian is not 
just something you do on the weekend or that you do at the youth group or that you do 
at gay pride”, says Keats. “It’s something you do everywhere, all the time. You can be gay 
at work, you can be gay at school...on the municipal council, on the school board.” 


Armstrong also believes that his connection with the charity also helps participants 
understand their place in the grand scheme of things. “My association with it for them 
provides some connection to a bigger picture,” he explains. “There’s some validity and it 
reinforces that they are not alone. I’m going to carry the 
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from previous torch as far and wide as | can.” 


E Spreading the word is certainly important to Youthquest as 
a whole. Urban areas are traditionally defined as more closely related to gay causes and 
as centres of gay activity but Youthquest’s work stretches beyond those borders. “Cities 
are recognized for having something of everything perhaps,” Keats concurs. “We typically 
don’t think of a small town like Port Alberni as having gay or lesbian youth but in fact they 
do...that’s where we come from.” 


Keats returns to a story from his recent visit to a drop-in session with Armstrong and 
explains further why the group is so important to rural teens. “Youthquest for them is 
an anchor, because it does give them the opportunity, first of all, to discover that they are 
not alone and isolated,’ he says. “Through Youthquest they are able to discover that 
there are resources.” 


But being able to offer those resources depends solely on funding. Financing is never 
an easy aspect of running any charity and Youthquest is certainly no exception to the rule. 
At its inception, the program was funded and supported privately by volunteers. 
“Funding—when it did start—had traditionally come from the Ministry of Children and 
Family Development,” Keats explains. “They funded the agency for a number of years; 
unfortunately, about three years ago, they withdrew their funding. There was a bit of 
public outcry—particularly from our local community—and they provided some bridge 
funding in light of this being transitional for the organization to become self-sustaining.” 


Slowly but surely, it appears that the Ministry may be forming other thoughts. “I believe 
the realization is sinking in now that an organization such as Youthquest and the services 
it provides on a shoe-string budget would cost the government itself five or six times our 
operating budget were they to try to implement these services themselves,” Keats says. 
“We're confident the Ministry will continue to play a role in the operation of Youthquest.” 


But Keats also wants to turn to the private sector for assistance as well. “I believe it’s 
here where we are going to gain ground in the fundraising battle, he continues. “My 
message [is] essentially ‘Do you remember what it was like when you were growing up 


” 


in Kelowna? Port Moody? Things have not changed’”. 


Now, Keats hopes to turn to adults who he says are lucky enough to lead “fully self- 
expressed” lives to pitch in and offer their assistance, financial or otherwise. “It’s in our 
own best interests that we take care of ourselves-—provincewide,’, he states plainly. The 
organization looks for volunteers in all aspects of running a successful charity—from 
adult role models for the youth who visit and telephone workers for Youthquest’s 
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support line (1-866-NOT-ALONE) to web designers who can update the society’s 
website at www.youthquest.bc.ca 


One way for others in the community to get involved immediately is with the first 
annual Vancouver Frontrunners Charity Pride Run and Walk, which will take place this 
month in Vancouver. On October 17, runners will step up to a ten-kilometre challenge 
in Stanley Park, with walkers completing a shorter four-kilometre route. Organizers have 
selected both the Dr. Peter Centre and Youthquest as recipients of the funds raised by 
the event. If Keats has his way, events like this will continue to pop up throughout the 
year to support the cause. 


And if Dean Armstrong has his way, his involvement won't simply end here. Nor does 
he want Youthquest to remain solely in one province “I want to see it grow. I'd love to 
see it in Toronto,’, he says. Although, for now, he’s happy it exists in B.C. and allows him 
the chance to visit. There’s no doubt that Keats and Youthquest share exactly the same 
thought. W

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Cents 
and 
Sensibility

Newness is a relative concept, a quality that can vary greatly depending on the context 
in which it is situated. New clothes, new cars—these are good things, to quote that 
tasteful jailbird Martha. On the other hand, it’s generally agreed that a new mole or a new 
stalker are the kinds of things we can quite often do without. Condominiums, however, 
tend more often than not to be nouns that benefit from close proximity to the prefix 
‘new’. At face value, they are appreciated chiefly on merit of their irresistible “brand 
spankingness” (there are few experiences quite so rewarding as stepping over the 
threshold of your new home for the first time), but there is also a number of benefits that 
new condos afford their owners, benefits that are not so readily apparent to the first- 
time—or even seasoned—buyers. The following is a list of points to ponder if you're 
considering the purchase of new property, everything from “groundbreaking” advantages 
to simple terms you should know before entering the wonderful world of condo owner- 
ship. 

_* Ona practical level, home ownership makes a great deal of financial sense, as the bulk 
of the money you pay out through your mortgage ultimately goes back into your pocket 
and not someone else’s, the way rent does. Consider that rent at even a modest amount 
of $500 per month adds up to an incredible $30,000 after only five years. Turning rent 
into equity is one of the most effective forms of saving money, and will help you get in on 
the “ground floor” of greater financial flexibility as your investment appreciates. 


* The phrase location-location-location has endured for a very good reason, and 
making sure you purchase in an area that’s suited to your lifestyle is a key decision. Are 
you a suburban dweller or a more urban creature? Do you need to live close to where 
you work? Are there necessary amenities, such as grocery stores, gas stations, or even 
recreation centres/gyms near where you want to live? All of these factors and many more 
can make the difference between a good home purchase and a great one. Keeping a 
generalized diary of your activities and needs over the course of a month will really help 
you determine what the essentials in your routine are, as opposed to the “frills”. 


* Because“it is truly yours, a new home should reflect—and even showcase—your 
personality. If you’re buying space in a property that’s still being built (or even just in the 
planning stages) take advantage of this golden opportunity to upgrade. Kitchen cabinets, 
flooring, fireplaces, bathroom fixtures, built-in shelving, extra soundproofing and even 
alternative layouts are just a few of the many things that can be adapted to your needs 
(for a price, of course) before the unit is completed. In some cases, your builder/devel- 
oper may even be able to arrange for you to purchase materials for your upgrade at a 
price that is less than retail. This will allow you to take advantage of your developer's 
manpower (within reason) and save you the noise, mess and upset of renovating a suite 
to your specifications once it has already been finished. 


* Whether you're single or purchasing a new home with your partner, it is important 
to work with professionals who deal with and understand the needs of the community. 
There is no shortage of realtors, lawyers, designers and even bankers who are either gay 
or gay-friendly, so shop around. Community directories and GLBT publications are both 
excellent sources of information on where to find a match that’s right for you. 


* If you're buying a home with your partner, be sure to have a frank and realistic discus- 
sion with him or her prior to any major overtures regarding mortgage applications or 
offers on property. Be sure that both of you are clear on your rights and responsibilities 
and that appropriate legal measures are in place to ensure that your joint ownership is 
both acceptable and equitable. If you’re not sure how you want to approach this matter, 
ask friends who have done the same thing previously what their recommendations are. 
Remember, while the heart may rule in the bedroom, the rest of the property—and the 
ownership of it—should be ruled by the head. 


* If you and your partner have wildly different tastes in decorating, it may be wise to 
enlist the help of an interior designer, a neutral (or even “boldly colourful”) third party to 
help you find some common ground in your choices. Again, this is one area where the 
assistance of experienced friends can help you determine which decorator is best suited 
to your needs. 


* If you’ve heard the term “house poor” then you also likely know someone who can 
tell you first-hand how unpleasant it is to be in this situation. Be sure to trust both your 


instincts and your banker when you arrange to be pre-approved for a mortgage—a good 
rule of thumb is that your financial responsibilities, as they pertain to your immediate 
home costs, should be no more than thirty to thirty-five percent of your gross monthly 
income. Buying a new home is truly exciting, but if you can’t afford to furnish or decorate 
it the way you want, you may ultimately be disappointed with your purchase. 


* Bear in mind that there are many “hidden” costs associated with buying a new home, 
and that condo fees, disability/life insurance, legal fees, GST and property taxes can all add 
up very quickly. Some lawyers will charge an all-inclusive flat rate while others break the 
charges down by category; if you’re not sure how your lawyer handles this, ask. Condo 
fees in a new building can be extremely tricky, as a new property hasn’t had enough time 
to build up a substantial reserve fund for both routine and unexpected expenses. 
Remember that an estimate from a builder or developer is only an estimate, and does not 
accurately represent what you might wind up paying on a monthly basis once your 
building is up and running. In this instance, it is always better to err on the side of caution, 
and maybe even save up some extra funds in case your fees increase dramatically once 
you take possession. 


* On the topic of finances, how you pay your mortgage can make a huge difference in 
the amount of money you eventually spend. While many choose to make their payments 
on a monthly basis, like rent, those who pay bi-weekly or weekly ultimately pay less in 
interest and, in the case of accelerated weekly payments, can wind up owning their home 
faster. In some cases, accelerated weekly mortgage installments can result in your home 
being paid off up to five years earlier than it would by other methods, with substantially 
less interest paid out to the bank. 


* Another important factor in how much you ultimately pay comes down to the length 
of your amortization period. Twenty-five years is a fairly standard period, but if you 
increase your payments and pay off your mortgage over twenty years instead, you will 
wind up saving a good deal of money. Quite often, there’s not a very significant difference 
in the amount of payments between a twenty-five-year and a twenty-year mortgage, so 
inquire after this possibility at your bank. 


* Interest rates are still remarkably low and can work in your favour. However, if you 
arrange to pay your mortgage at a certain percentage initially, then are able to renego- 
tiate it at a lower rate later, it is wise to keep your payments the same. For example, if 
you're paying $650 a month at a certain percentage point, and then you arrange for a 
lower rate down the road, keeping your payment at $650 instead of, say, $600 at the new 
rate will ultimately help you build equity in your home much faster. If finances allow, you 
may even want to increase your mortgage payment above and beyond the set rate, 
although the degree to which you may do this can vary from bank to bank. 


* Once you have built some equity in your home, you have the added bonus of being 
able to access available cash that may be helpful in other areas of your life. Most banks 
will allow you to borrow up to seventy-five percent of the value of your home, less the 
outstanding value of any existing mortgage, provided you put your home up as collateral. 
There are a number of rules that pertain to such borrowing and they do vary from bank 
to bank, but it’s good to know that, at least in the long term, this is an option available to 
you as a homeowner. 


* All new homes must come with a warranty, a document that states the property is 
guaranteed to last for a certain period of time under normal conditions of wear and tear, 
much like a home electronic or automobile. If you’re buying a new property, the builder 
or developer should be able to provide you with a list of trade suppliers, so in the event 
of something going wrong you can follow up efficiently and have the matter sorted out 
by those directly responsible. For instance, the flooring people would be responsible for 
repairing or replacing faulty floors; the plumber would be responsible for fixing improp- 
erly installed pipes, faucets or drains; etc. These warranties fall under provincial jurisdic- 
tion, so be sure to do your homework beforehand to find out what is reasonably covered 
and what is not. 


* Purchasing a condo in a new building has its advantages and disadvantages. On the 
“plus” side, aside from being able to upgrade a unit before its completion, your property 
may also appreciate in value before you even move in, depending on the real estate 
market in your area. On the downside, accurately determining the completion/posses- 
sion date on a new development is subject to a number of factors, and the process may 
take longer than anticipated or promised. Always make sure that you have a comfortable 
degree of flexibility built into your projected move-in date and plans. 


* Generally speaking, there are no hard and fast rules that pertain to whether or not 
you can use a realtor to purchase a new condo property. Many developers would prefer 
to deal with prospective buyers directly and will often offer incentives for doing so. 
However, if you are a first-time buyer or even a repeat purchaser with limited experience 
in the market, you may want to enlist the help of a real estate professional. If a devel- 
oper has strict “no realtor” rules pertaining to their project, you would be wise to have 
a lawyer review any documentation pertaining to property purchase, just to make sure 
that any and all dealings you legally agree to are on the “up and up”.

Recent years 
have seen the “spook-spoof” genre, typified 
by the Scream franchise, fall back into the 
shadows to make way for the psychological 
thriller—which, in many cases, is not particu- 
larly psychological or thrilling (the ham- 
handed Gothika comes to mind). It seems 
that in order for a film to grip an audience 
enough to provide a chill, it needs to be 
rooted in reality, or at least plausibility. 
Stephen King has made his fortune many 
times over based on this apparently not-so- 
simple formula. 


The 24th Day is a psychological thriller in 
the truest sense, a modern morality tale that 
relies not on monsters or restless souls to 
get the pulse pounding, but something far 
more visceral and real:AIDS. It’s the story of 
two twenty-something men, Tom and Dan, 
the latter gay and the former straight, save a 
one-night-stand with Dan several years 
earlier. The action centres on the conflict 
that arises when Tom, recently diagnosed 
with HIV, takes Dan hostage and draws blood 
from him in order to have an AIDS test done. 
His motivation is simple: if the test comes 
back negative, he releases Dan and places the 
“blame” for his own infection on his now- 
departed wife; if the results are positive, he 
cuts Dan’s throat and then takes his own life 
immediately after. 


As thrillers go, the premise of The 24th Day 
is a good one, and the original play enjoyed a 
successful run in Los Angeles with Peter Berg 
and Noah Wyle in the lead roles. 
Unfortunately for the much-anticipated film 
version, similar success may prove elusive. In 
terms of character dynamic, | think The 24th 
Day is perhaps one of those scripts that 
requires the immediacy of live performance 
and a single “claustrophobic” set in order to 
truly hit its mark with an audience. 
Writer/director Tony Piccirillo does an 
admirable job of exploring the freedom that 
filmmaking allows, but in this instance such 


freedom ultimately seems counterproduc- 
tive. What does work in the film’s favour is 
the low-budget/indie feel that distinguishes it 
from “studio” pictures, and it goes a long way 
in helping to establish the realism and ugliness 
of the proposed situation. The rest of the job 
then falls to the actors. 


Sadly, but perhaps not surprisingly, The 24th 
Day's biggest drawback is its two charismatic 
stars, Canadian Scott Speedman (of 
Underworld and Felicity fame) and X-Men 
Cyclops James Marsden. Despite the fact 
that the two are both spectacularly attrac- 
tive—or perhaps even because of it—a spark 
fails to ignite with their onscreen chemistry, a 
reaction that is necessary in order to engage 
an audience whether the characters are 
“friendly” with each other or not. Marsden is 
physically perfect as the superficial prettyboy, 
Dan, but just doesn’t seem to have the acting 
“chops” required to handle the script’s many 
shifts in rhythm and mood, particularly when 
it comes to conveying a realistic sense of 
peril. In the role of Tom, Speedman is clearly 
the better trained actor of the two, although 
this proves insufficient much of the time, 
particularly those moments when he’s called 
upon to deliver “monologues” to a tape- 
silenced Marsden, who spends the bulk of the 
movie bound in a chair. At one of the key 
points in the latter part of film, Tom’s 
whispery, glassy-eyed confession to Dan 
seems melodramatic and over-the-top, 
despite being played in such a low-key 
manner, and does little to enhance the 
dramatic tension. If anything it fights it, and at 
such a crucial stage in the story’s develop- 
ment, it is an irredeemable misstep. 


While watching the film | got the sense 
that the entire thing was a rush job, a project 
that required more rehearsal and more time 
for the actors to develop and define their 
onscreen chemistry with one another. Not 
surprisingly, one fansite devoted to 
Speedman’s career indicated that The 24th 
Day wouldn’t ever be released, and that 
Speedman himself felt this to be a good thing. 
| don’t know if I'd go so far as to say that the 
film should never have been released; it is not 
a great movie but it is an interesting 
one—certainly not a waste of time, if only for 
the premise alone. In an age of AIDS-fatigue, 
barebacking and rising STD rates in general, it 
calls into question the morality (and even 
mortality) issues of negotiating safer sex, in 
and out of the context of one-night-stands. 
Had it been written specifically for the 
screen, or even re-cast with stronger actors 
(Orlando Bloom and Cillian Murphy could 
have ‘knocked it out of the ballpark’), | think 
The 24th Day might have become an immense 
“sleeper” hit. As it stands, it’s worth a look 
anyway, even if only for the cheap thrill of 
seeing two Hollywood hotties playing 
gay—or at least gay “in context’ —for ninety- 
two eye-catching minutes.

Rotman: renaissance man 


By David Crosson 


For the past fourteen years, Marty Rotman has been inclined to hide in plain sight— 
“hide” in this instance being the top-quality leather he uses to realize his vision for iconic 
Toronto-based retailer Northbound. As the company’s design director, Rotman is 
completely hands-on, working on every stage of a garment’s creation from conception to 
finished product, a range of intimate production contact not commonly seen in the design 
industry. Another part of what he does is conjure fashion happenings (the term ‘show’ 
simply doesn’t cut it in Northbound’s case), large-scale events that not only promote the 
company as a retailer but as a social entity as well. With the October 23rd extravaganza 
Bento looming, Rotman took time out of his hectic—but by all accounts 
enjoyable—schedule to talk to Outlooks about his life in design and design in his life. 


Outlooks: Could you tell me a little bit about the 
concept behind your upcoming show? 


Rotman: It’s a complete Asian influence this year, all the 
way from antiquity to an anime inspiration. The guy who 
does the hair for me, Kenny Lee from Judy Inc., suggested 
this particular theme to me and it’s an aesthetic that I’m 
quite familiar with and one that | really enjoy. It was not diffi- 
cult for me to ‘get it out of my system’, so to speak: when | 
was going to school twenty years ago there was a big Asian 
influence at that time, so a lot of the projects | did for school 
were kimonos and ‘takes’ on that sort of thing. So, for me, 
it’s kind of like coming full-circle to an aesthetic that | really 
like deep down. 


Outlooks: | imagine it helps, then, to have that pre- 
existing appreciation rather than trying to make a theme 
fit when it’s not necessarily ‘you’. 


Rotman: Well, it’s making things that | probably would 
ia f “, always have liked to make but haven’t always had the 
Opportunity to sig so. This show allows me to do that, to be creative and have a lot of 
fun with not-necessarily-practical clothing. When a theme is picked, | just go with it and 
whatever a scene needs is what dictates what’s going to wind up on the runway. This is 
not just a fashion show; we do little acts and little vignettes—it’s storytelling, a little play 
along the way. 


Outlooks: |s there an element of trickle-down from the runway to the retail space, 
then? 


Rotman: All the clothing from the show does go down into the store afterwards; 
some of the pieces are one-offs, obviously. Things that we have a lot of requests for—for 
example, if people are snatching something up very quickly—we know we should make it 
for [store] stock. 


Outlooks: Was there any particular factor that drew you to leather? 


Rotman: It was a happy accident, meeting the people, etcetera. A friend of mine, Glen 
Hanson [the illustrator for Chelsea Boys, among other things] approached Northbound 
Leather in the late-’80s to do the costumes for a photographed comic book he had an 
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idea for. He designed the outfits and another girl was working on them, but | was brought 
in for two weeks to help them meet their schedule. Instead of being paid | took it out in 
trade and made my first leather outfit. That’s how | met them [Northbound’s owners]—I 
didn’t start working for them right away—and then about four years later, George, my 
boss, called and asked me what | was doing. When | told him | wasn’t doing anything he 
said he might have a job for me. It was about knowing people and letting them see what 
| was all about; I’ve proven myself and totally turned the place around. 


Outlooks: |s there a greater sense of freedom in working within the culture of leather 
as opposed to the more stringent culture of fashion? 


Rotman: Absolutely. Although we do some practical stuff as well—this is not just 
fetishwear—so we're trying to cover a lot of markets. It depends on the time of year; | 
mean, in winter people are going to walk in off Yonge Street and want a winter coat, so 
you try to have something to offer them. But our offering has to be different from what, 
say, Danier is offering in order to justify the cost. Because we're no i 
you know, this isn’t China—it costs more. And it has to look like 
it’s worth it. The detail, the cut; the look is much more fitted and — 
body-conscious. It’s much more flattering to the wearer—it's not | 
a boxy shape like you'd find in those loose blouson styles. Our | 
stuff is much more tapered and tailored. 


Outlooks: Could you tell me a bit about your background in 
the industry? 


Rotman: | went to Sheridan College and took the Fashion 
Technique and Design program, then took the two-year Knits | 
option from 84 to ’86. And I’ve been working in the industry ever 
since. At first | went on a three-month trial with a little uniform | 
manufacturing company and that didn’t work out, and then two : 
weeks later | went to a place that had the London Fog license for © 
men’s knitwear in Canada. | was the assistant to the designer, and 
when he went away | assumed that position and did that for about — 
five or six years. After that, | freelanced for a couple of 
years—working with Northbound was part of that 
freelance—and then in ’92 | got the call and | came here. That 
was October of ’92,| believe.

Outlooks: How would you describe your approach to your work? 


Rotman: Well, I’ve had to assume that | am Northbound; Northbound is what Marty 
Rotman wants it to be. | have a lot of freedom here and | know | wouldn’t have that in 
any other position. It would make leaving this job very difficult because | have a lot of 
autonomy. It’s really a dream position for anybody. The job is what | make it: 1 can choose 
to be bored or | can choose to be excited and do projects and ee that | want to be 
doing. It’s a design department of one! The concepts , . — 
come from me; the sketching, the drafting, the grading of 
the patterns, the cutting of the muslin, putting the shows 
together—it’s all my responsibility. | like to be in control | 
with the clothing as much as possible, every step of the 
way. A lot of the creative talents | have are being used ~ 
here, and | love that about this job. 4 


Outlooks: Speaking of the multifaceted nature of your 
role, how are things coming with Bento? d 


Rotman: Well, I’ve got a rack of excellent clothing right 
here! [Laughs] So I’m on it—l made sure | started far 
enough ahead of time. There are some things pulled from | 
the rack but this year, because of the theme, a lot of | 
things had to be customized. The bulk of this show is — 
brand-new pieces—l’m doing amazing things: full leather — 
kimonos that are being airbrushed with dragons and Northbound’s d 
bamboo and things on them by Daemon Rowanchilde from demonstrated flair 
Urban Primitive. I’m making samurai fighting/fencing outfits with for fetish 
Kabuki masks and breastplates that say ‘samurai warrior’ on 
them. Obi sashes of satin with leather ties over top. | have eighteen models and they 
come out three times each. The first segment is antiquity, so I’ve got kimonos and tradi- 
tional Chinese dresses [cheongsam] that you see in silk and satin, complete with frog 
closures. Then I’ve got corsets instead of obis ‘cause that fits more with the idea of fetish. 
Then we go into a street scene with the anime stuff and these kind of Sailor 
Moon/schoolgirl fetish things. There’s also some motocross cyclewear, which is really big 
there right now. Then we finish off with a whole fetish scene—we have Midori coming in 
from San Francisco and she’s going to do a whole fetish “be-in” which will all revolve 
around her. A massive orgy of eighteen people on stage—that’s when I'll do the harnesses 
and tits and ass. It'll be a little bit of everything, a complete evening. 


Outlooks: kind of like an Asian smorgasbord? 


Rotman: [Laughs] Kind of, yeah.
